The | 
total of $11,082.47 with which to- | 
day’s receipts started is a record: | 
breaker for the day before the Fes- | 
tival date, and there is hope that all | 
records for receipts for the fund will 
be broken this year. 

Last year more than $12,000 was 
raised for defraying the expenses of | 
the big Coliseum entertainment :.nd 
the distribution of 1427 Christmas 
dinners in baskets. This year 2125 
basxet dinners will be distributed 
and a more elaborate program than 
last year will be presented at the 
Coliseum on Christmas morning. 

Delivery of the Christmas dinners 
provided by Post-Dispatch readers 
through the Christmas Festival 
und commenced this morning. | 
About 25 charitable organizations 
which yearly undertake the distribu- 
tion of a portion of the baskets will 
assist again this Christmas, and the 
remainder of the baskets will be 


sent to the homes by motor trucks. 
No baskets will be delivered to re- 
cipients at headquarters. 


Articles Basket Will Contain. 


Each basket includes, in addition 
to fat hens, the following articles of 
food: Rice, ‘sugar, evaporated 
peaches, corn, baked beans, bread, 
soup,moffee, potatoes, apples, on- 
ions and candy. 

It is expected that at least 10,000 
children will be guests at the big 
community festival tomorrow morn- 
ing at the Coliseum and more than 
45,000 toys and gifts have been pro- 
vided. Fach child will receive his) 
or her gifts upon entering the Coli- 
seum and a bag of candy will be

warm toques for the children, and 
so far as the Post-Dispatch Christ- 
mas Festival Association can pre- 
vent, there will be no empty stock- 
ings in St. Louls on Christmas day. 

The entertainment is a pantomimic 
production this year, as last, and will 
be presented by nearly 800 children 
from the city playgrounds. It is 
entitled “In the Toyland of Santa 
Claus.” and was written especially 
for the Festival entertainment by 
Rodowe H. Abeken, Superintendent 
of Playgrounds. and Recreation. 


Doors to Open at 9 A. M. 


Promptly at 9 a. m. the Coliseum 
doors will be opened and they will 
be closed at 10:20 a. m., the pro- 
cram commencing at 10:30. Ar- 
rangements have been made to ad- 
mit the children to the Coliseum as 
rapidly as possible and in case of 
inclement weather they will not be 
obliged to stand outside in line, but 
will be shelterefl in one of the empty 
storerooms on the Washington ave- 
nue side of the building. 

Tickets to the Coliseum are being 
given out to children only at four 
depots this afternoon. No tickets 
are given to adults except in the 
case of the escorts of the lame chil- 
dren designated as “Tiny Tims” and 
the parent or guardian who neces- 
sarily must accompany the very 
small child. The tickets are two 
colors—red and white—and holders 
are requested to go to the door bear- 
ing the sign with the color corre- 
sponding to that of the tickets. 
“Tiny Tims” and members of the re- 
ception committee will be admitted

nue; as in former years.

and Arent collapsed behind the bar. 

The men turned to Arent’s father 
and brother, who were seated at a 
table in the saloon, and said: “Hands 
up, you, too.” 

Men Fice in Automobile. 

Frank Arent said that he ignored 
the command and ran behind “thé 
bar to his brother. The men there- 
upon ran out, went west on O’Fal- 
lon street to.

Leo Cundiff, a marine, was passing 
with an automobile used by the Ma- 
rine Corps recruiting office at Sev- 
enth and Pine streets.

The bullet penetrated his neck just.

Ornithology and Conservation. 
Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The attention of the Post-Dispatch is 
called to the flagrant abuse of privileges 
extended in the past through the bio- 
logical survey of the Department of Ag- 
riculture and the State Fish and Game 
Departmént to so-called collectors of 
game, song and insectivorous birds for 
ornithological or scientific purposes, 
either to be dissected in the cause of 
science or to be mounted for exhibition 
in schools and colleges. 

The abuse of this practice has become 
€0 cOmmon that it would appear to be 
a good and sufficient reason for its with- 
drawal or to be granted only in excep- 
tional instances where a bond would be 


required for the carrying out of the pre- 
cise purpose for which such permit was 
desired and for a full compliance with 
Federal and State laws in connection 
therewith. } 

A complaint was recently made to the 
local Audubon Society that our “State” 
bird, the Cardinal Grosbeak, the most 
trilliant and beautiful of our Missouri 
songsters and one that is with us the 
year around, was being ortered for sale 
at one of our local bird stores, the sale 
being announced by a sign three feet 
long displayed both in the window and 
the store where the Cardinals were on 
exhibition, the sign reading that the 
birds were being sold by “authority of 
the Agricultura] Department at Wash- 
ington,” and inquirers were told that 
the birds had been “imported” and were 
offered for sale under a Federal permit 
issued by that department.§ Investiga- 
tion proved that no permit whatever 
had been issued to the party offering 
them for sale, and the exhibition and 
@alé was a distinct fracture of the State 
statutes and a most flagrant abuse of a 
Federal privilege. 

Other instances are on record where 
both Federal and Stare permits have 
been made use of to build up a profitable 
commercial business with colleges and 
schools by offering them complete and 
extensive collections of game, song and 
insectivorous birds mounted for show- 
case exhibition in the school buildings. 
But the old and almost ancient practice 
of using mounted specimens in the pur- 
sunance of educational ornithological 
work in the schools of today is no longer 
productive of sufficient results that 
would warrant any further killing of 
game and song birds for this purpose. 
Books, literature, pictures and libraries 
treating on all of our birds are today 
within reach of any of us, and this ex- 
cuse of the so-called hunter (not 
sportsman) for continuing what may be 
‘to him a profitable business, but which 
in reality is inexcusable slaughter, shoula 
no longer be considered sufficient or 
valid. 

In “Wild Bird Protection,” a bulletin 

issued by the Board of Game Commis- 
‘sioners of Pennsylvania, of which Dr. 
icharles B. Penrose is the president, oc- 
‘eurs the following: 
- “There appears at this time to be no 
60d reason to justify the killing of song 
land insectivorous birds of any kind. One 
‘writer upon this subject says: ‘Our mu- 
seum collections of dead specimens are 
already full Their skins lie by thou- 
gands untouched from year to year by 
the’ student. Drawings and descriptions 
of their coloring and structure fill many 
volumes within easy reach of his hand. 
every known species has given up its 
‘victims to the cabinets of the institute 
and the collector, until no valid excuse 
can be invented for the collecting of 
more. The man who kills birds today, 
on the plea that the cause of science de- 
mands the. sacrifice, insults the intelli- 
gence of the well informed. With the 
tworld’s collections already filled to re- 
pletion with ghastly specimens, with 
libraries within reach of all contain- 
‘ing detailed descriptions of every known 
variety, such an excuse cannot at this 
late day be made to‘palliate the blood 
lust of the hunter.’ 

“The Game Commissioner of this State

THE COAL CONSPIRACY. 
The threat that the Government might take over, 


the coal mines, which Senator Calder uttered a few | 
weeks ago, was read with astonishment. Mr. Calder 
is a conservative, from whom such radicalism as 
the nationalization of industry comes with a jolt. It| 
appears, however, that the New York Senator was 
familiar with practices of the coal operators about 
which the public knew nothing. 

But the public is learning. Investigation by a Sen- 
ate committee discloses that the War Department paid 
$11.50 for coal which other customers were getting for 
$3.20. It appears also that a bureau in the United 
States Geological Survey which compiled figures on 
coal production was financed for almost a year by 
the coal operators. It would be a mistake, however, 
to suspect the coal operators of disinterested patriot- 
ism in paying the salaries of presumable Government 
employes. The total cost of maintaining this sup- 
posed public bureau was $6000, but when it is shown 
that a coal] agency last September filled a Govern- 
ment order for 83,000 tons of coal at $11.20 a ton, 
while its price to other customers was $3.87, it can 
readily be seen that the upkeep of $6000 for the Gov- 
ernment’s statistical bureau on coal production was 
not a philanthropy, but a bonanza. 

The investigation also reveals that what purported 


to be an Interstate Commerce Commission’s order 


Let- 
ters from the association’s files disclose, too, that 
figures prepared by the alleged Government bureau 
were used to “hammer the railroads,” and, further, 
to keep the public uninformed. 

Altogether, the revelations are of a sinister char- 
acter.

Scientific Slaughter of Birds Must Cease, 


There appears at this time to be no good 
reason to justify the killing of song and insec- 
tivorous birds of awy kind. One writer upon 
this subject says: “Our museum collections of 
dead specimens are already full. Their skins 
lie by thousands untouched, from year to year, 
by the student. Drawings and descriptions of 
their coloring and structure fill many volumes, 
withing easy reach of his hand. Every known 
species has given up its victims to the cab- 
inets of the institute and the collector, until 
no valid excuse can be invented for the collec- 
lection of more. The man who kills birds to- 
day, on the plea that the cause of science de- 
mands the sacrifice, insults the Intelligence of 
the well informed. With the world’s collec- 
tions already filled to repletion with ghastly 
specimens, with libraries within reach of all 
containing detailed descriptions of every known 
variety, such an excuse cannot at this late day 
be made to palliate the blood lust of the hunt- 
er.” 

The Game Commissioner of this State be- 
lieves, too, that enough birds have been killed 
and enough has been written regarding the ap- 
pearance and stomach contents of these birds, 
to meet the demands of coming generations re- 
garding these matters and with that idea in 
mind hope to restrain as far as possible the 
further killing of our wild birds. Those en- 
gaged in the slaughter of our birds for so- 
called scientific study or for mounting purposes 
must cease their labors in this direction. We
